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Text of President Wilson’s Two 
Addresses in Manchester Yesterday 


By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, 

Dec. 31. 
HE text of President Wil- 
T von address to the Free 
Trade Hall audience yesttr- 
day is‘as follows: 

“My Lord Mayor, ladies and 
gentlemen—-perhaps I may be 
permitted to add, fellow citizens: 

“You have made me feel ina 
wavy that is deeply delightful the 
generous welcome which you 
have accorded me, and back of 
it I know there lies the same 
sort of feeling for the great peo- 
ple whom I have the privilege 
of representing. 

“There is a feeling of cordial- 
itv, fraternity and friendship be- 
tween the two great nations, 
and, as I have gone from place 
to place, and been made every- 
where to feel the pulse of sym- 
pathy that is now beating be- 
tween us, | have been led to some 
very serious thoughts as to what 
the basis of it all is. 

“for I think you will agree 
with me that friendship is not 
a mere sentiment. Patriotism is 
not a mere sentiment. It is 
based upon a principle, upon: 
the principle that leads a man 
to give more than he demands. 
Similarly, friendship is based, 
not merely upon affection, but 
upon,common service. The man 
is not your friend who is not 
willing to serve you, and you are 
not his friehd unless you. are 
willing to serve him. And out 
of that impulse of common in- 
terest and desire of common 
service arises that noble feeling 
which we consecrate as friend- 
ship. 

Theme of Common Interest. 

“And so it does seem to me 
that the theme that we must 
have in our minds now in this 
great day of settlement is the 
theme of common interest and 
the determination of what it is 
that is our common interest. 
You know that heretofore the 
world has been governed or, at 
any rate, the attempt has been 
made to govern it, by partner- 
ships of interest, and that they 
have broken down. 


“Interest does not bind men 
together. Interest separates 
men. For the moment, there is 


the slightest departure frorn the 
nice adjustment of interests, 
then jealouxies begin to spring 
up. There is only one thing that 
can bind peoples together and 
that is common devotion to 
right. 

“Ever simce the history of lib- 
erty began men have § talked 
about their rights and it has 
taken several hundred years to 
make them perceive’ that the 
principle condition of right is 
duty and that unless a man per- 
forms his full duty he is entitled 
to no right. It is a fine co-rela- 
tion of the influence of duty that 
right is the equipoise and bal- 
ance of society. 

“And so when we analyze the 
present situation and the future 
that we now have to mold and 
control, it seems to me there is 
no other thought than that that 
can guide us. You know that 
the United States has always felt 
from the very beginning of her 
story that she must keep her- 
self separate from any kind of 
connection with European poli- 
cies. 

“Tl want to say very frankly 
to you that she is not now inter- 
ested in European politics, but 
she is interested in the partner- 
ship of right between America 


and Europe, If the future had 
nothing for us but a new at- 
tempt to keep the world ata 


right poise by a balance of pow- 
er the United States would take 
no interest because she will join 
no combination of power which 
is not a combination of all of 
us. She is not interested merely 
in the peace of Europe, but in 
the peace of the world. 


“Therefore, it seems to me 


that in the settlement which is 
‘just ahead of us something more 
delicate and difficult than was 


ever attempted before has to be 
accomplished—a genuine con- 
cert of mind and of purpose. 
But, while it is difficult, there ts 
an element present that makes 
it easy. Never before inthe 
history. of the world, I believe. 
has there been such a keen in- 
ternational consciousness as 
there is now. 

f;reat Voice of Humanity. 

“There is a great voice of hu- 
manity abroad in the world just 
now which he who cannot hear 
is deaf. There is a great com- 
pulsion of the common econ- 
science now in é@xistence which 
if any statesman resist will gain 
for him the most unenviable em- 
inence in history. We are not 
obeving the mandate of parties 
or of politics. We are obeying 
the mandate of humanity. 
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“That is the reason why it 
seems to me that the things that 
are most often in our minds are 
the least significant. I am not 
hopeful that the individual 
items of the settlement which we 
are about to attempt will be al- 
together satisfactory. 

“One has oniy to apply his 
mind to any one of the questions 
of boundary and of altered sov- 
ereignty and of racial aspira- 
tions to do something more than 
conjecture that there is no man 
and no body of men who know 
just how they ought to be set- 
tled, and yet if we are to make 
unsatisfactory settlements we 
must see to it that they are 
rendered more and more satis- 
factory by the subsequent ad- 
justments which are made pos- 
sible. We must provide the ma- 
chinery for readjustments in or- 
der that we have the machinery 
of good will and friendship. 
“Friendship must have a ma- 
chinery. If I cannot correspond 
with you, if I cannot learn your 
minds, if I cannot co-operate 
with you I cannot be your 
friend, and if the world is to re- 
main a body of friends it must 
have the means of friendship, 
the means of constant friendly 
intercourse, the means for con- 

stant watchfulness over the 
common interests. That makes 
it necessary to make some great 
effort to have with one another 
an easy and constant method of 
conference so that troubles may 
be taken when they are little 
and not allowed to grow uatil 
they are big. I never thought 
I had a big difference with a 
man that I did not find when I 
came into conference with him 
that after all it was rather a lit- 
tle difference, and that if we 
were frank with one another 
and did not too much stand 
upon that great enemy of man- 
kind which is called pride we 
could come together. 
Importance of Trade 

It is the wish to come to- 
gether that is more than half of 
the process. It is a doctrine 
which ought to be easy of com- 
prehension in a great commer- 
cial center like this. You cannot 
trade with a man who suspects 
you. You cannot establish com- 
mercial and industrial relations 
with those who do not trust you. 
Good will is the forerunner of 
trade. Good will is the founda- 
trade is the 
great amicable instrument of the 
world on that account. 

I felt, before I came here, 
at home in Manchester—because 
Manchester has so many of_ the 
characteristics of our. great 
American cities. I was reminded 
of an anecdote of a humorous 
fellow countryman of mine who 
was sitting at luncheon in his 
club one day when a man whom 
he did not like particularly came 
up and slapped him on _ the 
shoulders and said: “Hello, Olley, 
how are you?” 

He looked at him coldly and 
said: “I don’t know your face, 
and I don’t know your name, but 
your manners are very familiar.” 

I don’t know your name, but 
your manners are very familiar 
and very delightfully familiar, 
so that I felt that in the com- 
munity of interest and under- 
standing which is established in 
great currents of trade we are 
enabled to see _ international 
processes perhaps better than 
they can be seen by others. I 
take it I am not far from right 
in supposing that that is the 
reason why Manchester has been 
the center of the great forward- 
looking sentiments of men who 
had the instincts of large plan- 
ning mot merely for the city it- 
self, but for the kingdom and 
the empire ard the world. And 
with that outlook we can be sure 
we can go shoulder and shoul- 
der together. 

“Tl wish it were possible for 
us to do something like some of 
my very stern ancestors did, 
for among my ancestors are 
those very determined persons 
who were known as Covenanters. 
I wish we could, not for Great 
Britain and the United States, 
buf for France, for Italy and the 
world, enter into a great league 
and covenant declaring ourselves 
first of all friends of mankind 
and uniting ourselves together 
for the maintenance of the tri- 
umph of right.” , 


Midland Hotel Speech.

Hotel luncheon is as follows: 
“You have again made me feel 
the cordiality of your friendship 
and I wart to tell vou how much 
I appreciate it, not only on my 
owr behalf, but on behalf of my 
partner. 
“It is very interesting that the

vital circumstance in our friend- 
ship. He referred to the fact 
that our men and your men have 
foucit side oy sice in the great 
battles. 

“Bur there was

vance which we huve made upon 
the previous days and what I 
have been particularly interest- 
ed in has been the generosity of 
spirit with which that unity of 
command has been assented to.

“T not only had the pleasure 
of meeting Marshal Foch, who 
confirmned my admiration of him 
ty the direct and simple manner 
with which he dealt with every 
subject we talked about, but I

had the pleasure of meeting your | 


ewn commander and I under- 
stand how they co-operated be- 
cause I saw they were real men. 

“It takes a real man to sub- 
ordinate himself and it takes a 
real soldier to know that unity 
of command is the secret of suc- 
cess. That.unity of command 
did swing the power of nations 
into a mighty force. I think we 
all must have felt how the mo- 
mentum which got into all of 
the armies was concentrated into 
the single army and we felt we 
had overcome all the obstacles. 

“With our unity of command 
there arose a unity of spirit. The 
minute we consented to co-oper- 
ate our hearts were drawn closer 
together into co-operation and 
so, from the military side, we 
had given ourselves an example 
for the vears to come. Not that 
in the years to come we must 
submit to a unity of command, 
but it does seem to me that in 
the years to come we must plan 
a unity of purpose, and in that 
unity of purpose we shall find a 
creat recompense, a strengthen- 
ing of our spirit in everything 
‘that we do. 


Jealousy Hampering Cancer 

“There is nothing so hamper- 
ing and nothing so demeaning 
as jealousy. It is a cancer. It 
is a cancer in the heart; not only 
that, but in the counting room. 
It is a cancer throughout all the 


processes of civilization,” and, 
having now seen we can fight 
shoulder to shoulder, we will 


continue to advance shoulder to 
shoulder, and I think vou will 


find that the people of the Unit-, 
ed States are not the least eager | 


for the purpose. 

“T remember hearing the,story 
of a warning that one of your 
Australian soldiers gave to one 
of ours. Our soldiers were con- 
sidered by the old men to be a 
bit rash when they were in the 
field, I understand that one 
friendly Australian said that our 
men were rather rough. 

“On one occasion an Austra- 
lian said to one of our men, 
‘Man, a barrage is not a thing 
to lean up against.’ They werea 
little bit inclined t® lean up 
against the barrage, and yet I 
must confide to you that I was 
a bit proud of them for ft. They 
had come over here to get at 
the enemy, and they didn’t know 
why they should delay. ‘ 

“But now that there is no 
common enémy except distrust 
and marring of plans, we can all 
fee] the same eagerness in the 
new combat and feel that there 
is a common enterprise before 
us. 

Elevation of Spirit 

“We are not men because we 
have skill of hand, but we are 
men hecause we have elevation 
of spirit. It is in this spirit that 
we live, and not in the task of 


the day. If it is not that, why 
is it that you hang the lad’s 
musket or sword up above the 


mantelpiece but never hang the 
vardstick up? There is nothing 
discreditable in the’ vardstick. It 
is altogether honorable, but he is 
using it for his own sake. But 
when he takes the musket or the 
sword he is giving everything 
and is getting nothing. It is 
honorable not as an instrument. 
but as a symbol of self-sacrifice. 

“A friend of mine said very 
truly: ‘When peace is conduct- 
ed in the spirit of war there will 
be no war.’ When business is 
done with the point of view of 
the soldier who. is serving his 
country, then business will be as 
historic as war. I believe that 
from generation to generation 
steps of that stort are gaining 
morerand more and men are be- 
ginning to see, not, perhaps, the 
golden age, but an age which {s 
conducting them from victory to 
victory, and may lead us to Aan 
elevation from which we can see 
the things for which the heart 
of mankind has longed.”

A correspondent suggests that the establishment by 
the city of a car line on the free bridge, with a charge 
of 5 cents for rides, may complicate the question of 
East St. Louis’ right to tax the structure.
